Developing  Printing  Jobs 

for  Production 

by  MANNIE  HUBBELL 


★  In  developing  ideas  for  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  printed  material  let  us  keep  in 
mind  that  we  are  all  buyers  and  sellers, 
either  directly  or  indirectly.  We,  there¬ 
fore,  are  interested  in  the  problems  of 
the  other  branches  of  the  graphic  arts, 
so  that  we  may  buy  or  order  as  capably 
as  we  sell  or  fill  orders.  In  selling,  we 
must  learn  the  limitations  of  the  units 
of  our  own  business.  In  other  words, 
we  must  combine  the  products  of  our 
suppliers  in  such  a  way  as  to  produce 
an  acceptable,  if  not  a  superior  prod¬ 
uct.  for  our  customers. 

Printing  is  the  manufacturing  of 
custom  jobs.  Each  job  may  be  differ¬ 
ent  and  handled  in  a  different  manner 
— tailor-made,  so  to  speak.  Each  indi¬ 
vidual’s  conception  of  the  same  prob¬ 
lem  may  vary  slightly.  This  provides 
opportunities  for  coordination  of  the 
thinking  of  two  or  more  individuals 
toward  the  creation  of  a  better  piece  of 
printing. 

Many  individuals  who  buy  printing 
have  meager  information  or  knowledge 
relative  to  the  process  used.  They  can¬ 
not  present  ideas  as  well  as  can  an  ex¬ 
perienced  producer;  and  their  tend¬ 
ency  is  to  cling  to  one-track  method 
of  operation.  For  instance,  you  pro¬ 
duce  a  beautiful  job  in  two  colors,  red 
and  blue,  for  a  customer;  he  is  tickled 
at  the  job  and  in  the  results  it  produces 


for  him.  Don’t  then  make  the  mistake 
of  treating  him  like  a  certain  waitress 
did  one  of  her  customers,  who  was  par¬ 
ticularly  fond  of  tuna  and  noodles. 
Although  he  had  continued  to  order 
this  dish  four  days  in  succession,  he 
decided  on  his  next  visit  to  order  steak. 
But  in  her  desire  to  please  and  to 
show  that  she  had  learned  his  likes, 
the  waitress,  without  waiting  to  take 
his  order,  served  him  tuna  and  noo¬ 
dles.  She  probably  doesn’t  realize  why 
he  isn’t  a  patron  any  more.  The  point? 
Give  your  customer  an  opportunity  to 
have  variety  and  change  of  pace  in 
his  printed  promotion  pieces.  If  he 
wants  to  impress  a  trade-mark  upon 
the  minds  of  his  prospects,  then  use 
it  in  attention-getting  manner. 

As  a  printer,  keep  in  mind  that  every 
job  you  turn  out  for  a  customer  is  an 
advertisement  for  yourself.  In  plan¬ 
ning  its  production,  remember  that 
such  advertising  will  be  good  or  bad, 
depending  on  the  product  you  turn 
out.  A  price-competition  job  may  re¬ 
sult  in  serious  loss  of  business  if  it  be 
used  as  a  criterion  of  your  capabilities 
by  buyers  of  quality  printing. 

Thorough  checking  of  instructions 
and  specifications  on  a  check-off  sheet 
is  of  major  importance.  Record  spe¬ 
cific  information  not  tabulated  on  the 
check-off  sheet.  Try  to  get  complete- 
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This  press,  like  countless  large 
and  small  presses  in  the  plants 
of  leading  American  printers 
and  lithographers,  is  a  great 
public  benefactor.  By  inform¬ 
ing  Americans  about  the  prod¬ 
ucts  of  free  enterprise,  it  has 
multiplied  their  sale  and  en¬ 
abled  our  industries  to  grow 
mighty  enough  in  peacetime  to 
produce  for  victory  in  war.

ness  on  first  call  and  avoid  necessity 
of  follow-up  calls  for  information. 

Discuss  comparative  plans;  get  your 
customer’s  reaction;  explain  sugges¬ 
tions;  try  to  contribute  important 
help;  but  do  not  insist  on  your  own 
ideas  being  used ;  you  will  then  be  on 
the  way  to  more  and  repeat  business. 

Conferences  with  department  heads, 
who  will  supervise  production  of  the 
job,  are  necessary  and  desirable.  Many 
improvement  ideas  originate  in  produc¬ 
tion  departments.  In  addition  to  this 
the  more  thoroughly  the  creative  think¬ 
ing  is  transmitted  to  the  production 
units,  the  more  likely  the  job  will  be 
satisfactory  to  the  customer.  The  great¬ 
er  the  basic  knowledge  in  a  production 
department,  the  greater  will  be  the  re¬ 
flection  in  the  results  attained. 

Put  on  to  specification  sheets  too 
much  information  rather  than  too  little. 
The  less  guessing  and  hazarding  along 
the  line  of  production,  the  less  errors 
and  disappointments. 

Now  for  just  a  few  concrete  sugges¬ 
tions  in  applying  the  principle  of  aid¬ 
ing  customers,  by  using  your  knowl¬ 
edge  in  planning  their  jobs. 

In  testing  paper  stocks  for  running 
qualities  and  for  proper  inks,  arrange 
to  test  both  sides,  because  the  finish 
on  the  wire  and  the  felt  sides,  in  most 
cases,  work  differently  from  the  other. 
Furthermore,  specify,  to  the  production 
department,  which  side  to  use.  If  print¬ 
ing  both  sides,  specifying  the  smooth¬ 
est  side  for  the  front  will  usually  give 
a  slightly  better  product. 

In  preparing  material  on  maps  for 
offset  reproduction  or  for  the  making 


of  engravings,  it  is  vital  to  furnish  to 
the  art-  or  copy-preparing  operators 
the  copy  material  on  the  same  base 
maps  as  will  be  used  for  copy  shoot¬ 
ing.  This  is  because  the  outlines  for 
maps  are  slightly  different  on  the 
tricky  coast  outlines.  Graphically,  to 
furnish  copy  marked  on  a  road  map 
and  expect  it  to  fit  on  a  government 
outline  map  would  cause  complications. 
For  your  own  information,  get  some 
maps  and  compare  them. 

To  secure  a  gray  background  or 
border,  shoot  a  negative  of  133-line 
screen  of  a  sheet  of  pure  white  paper. 

In  preparing  printed  pages  which 
are  to  be  processed  again  either  by 
printing  or  other  method,  do  not  put 
on  coating  such  as  spray,  wax,  varnish 
or  other  covering  without  first  deter¬ 
mining  whether  or  not  the  subsequent 
process  will  work  after  such  coating  is 
applied. 

Additional  effectiveness  is  sometimes 
gained  hy  making  vest-pocket  editions 
of  some  promotion  piece  that  has  been 
successful  in  larger  form.  Convenience 
and  ease  to  the  recipient  of  printed 
matter  should  be  considered  in  every 
case. 

It  is  easy  to  change  backgrounds 
of  a  person  or  other  object  by  trim¬ 
ming  photographs  carefully  and  super¬ 
imposing  them  before  making  the  half¬ 
tone  negative.  Effects  like  taking  a 
bathing  picture  taken  in  the  north,  for 
instance,  and  pasting  (after  careful 
trimming)  over  a  palm-tree  background 
gives  results  that  may  make  sales.

Wartime  Depreciation 

In  the  Printing  Plant 


by  ERNEST  W.  FAIR 


★  Depreciation  is  of  greater  importance 
to  the  operation  of  a  printing  plant 
now  than  during  any  other  time.  Hap¬ 
hazard  methods  of  handling  deprecia¬ 
tion  of  plant  equipment  which  methods, 
in  ordinary  times,  may  enable  a  busi¬ 
ness  to  get  by,  will  leave  the  firm  in  a 
difficult  financial  position  at  the  end 
of  the  war.  The  extra  stresses  and 
strains  of  wartime  operation,  the  use 
of  untrained  workers,  and  many  other 
factors  will  add  up  to  the  importance 
of  having  an  adequate  and  proper  de¬ 
preciation  procedure  in  these  times. 

Millions  of  dollars  of  new  equipment 
are  going  to  be  needed  by  printing 
plants  in  every  section  of  the  world 
when  this  historic  conflict  comes  to  its 
end.  Proper  depreciation  will  have  en¬ 
abled  the  larger  institutions  to  make 
those  replacements;  the  lack  of  it  or 
improper  adaptation  of  it  to  our  war¬ 
time,  operations  will  leave  other  plants 
helpless. 

In  the  paragraphs  that  follow  are 
presented  successful  methods  of  han¬ 
dling  depreciation  as  adopted  by  lead¬ 
ing  '  concerns  in  the  industry  and  as 
having  beep  proved  thoroughly  ade¬ 
quate  to  handle  the  situation.  Each 
can  well  be  studied  by  every  executive 
with  a  view  toward  adapting  the  most 
appropriate  to  his  own  institution.  In 
the  depreciation  table  accompanying 


this  article  are  offered  reliable  figures 
showing  the  useful  length  of  life  of 
equipment,  buildings  and  building 
equipment.  These  figures  have  been  ob¬ 
tained  from  many  reliable  sources  and 
represent  depreciation  rates  that  any 
printing  plant  can  safely  use  not  only 
for  depreciation  purposes  but  also  in 
taking  income  tax  deductions  next  year. 
Most  of  the  figures  shown  have  been 
approved  by  the  Bureau  of  Internal 
Revenue  for  that  purpose. 

The  first  method  of  handling  depre¬ 
ciation  is  known  as  the  Straight  Dne 
Method  and  consists  of  nothing  more 
than  writing  off  the  initial  value  of  the 
asset,  less  any  estimated  residual  value, 
by  equal  instalments  over  the  estimated 
life  period.  Simply  take  the  average 
useful  life  shown  in  the  table,  divide 
that  figure  into  the  total  cost  of  the 
item  and  thus  obtain  the  amount  which 
must  be  set  aside  each  year  for  replace¬ 
ment  of  that  item. 

The  Fixed  Percentage  or  Reducing 
Instalment  Method  is  another.  Under 
it  write  off,  each  year,  a  fixed  percent¬ 
age  of  the  book  value  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  year. 

Another  method  is  the  Sinking  Fund 
Method  or  Depreciation  Fund  Method 
which  provides  that  when  it  is  known 
that  an  asset,  in  addition  to  being 
written-off,  has  also  to  be  replaced,  it

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is  desirable  that  the  annual  deprecia¬ 
tion  provisions  shall  be  invested  outside 
the  business,  as  in  War  Bonds,  so  that, 
when  the  time  for  replacement  comes, 
funds  may  be  provided  without  disturb¬ 
ing  the  financial  arrangements  of  the 
business. 

A  fixed  amount  is  debited  to  the 
Profit  and  Loss  Account  each  year, 
the  amount  being  such  a  sum  that  by 
investment  in  outside  securities  (such 
as  War  Bonds)  will  give  in  addition 
to  this  figure  the  interest  from  the 
bonds,  which  in  turn  will  take  care  of 
a  possible  increase  in  cost  when  re¬ 
placement  time  arrives. 

The  Annuity  Method  takes  into  con¬ 
sideration  not  only  the  cost  of  an  asset 
but  also  the  interest  which  the  capital 
locked  up  in  that  asset  would  have 
earned  had  it  been  applied  in  another 
direction.  The  system  provides  that 
there  be  written  off,  by  equal  annual 
instalments,  the  asset,  and  interest  over 
the  whole  of  that  life,  calculated  on  un¬ 
depreciated  cost.  The  interest  is  cred¬ 
ited  to  Profit  and  Loss,  and  debited  to 
the  Asset  Account. 

A  fifth  method  is  known  as  the  Re¬ 
valuation  Method.  It  consists  of  re¬ 
valuing  an  asset  at  the  end  of  every 
accounting  period,  and  of  writing  off, 
as  depreciation,  the  difference  between 
that  valuation  and  its  preceding  valua¬ 
tion.  Given  proper  valuation  the  con¬ 


sequent  measure  of  the  capital  expen¬ 
diture  which  has  been  used  up  during 
the  accounting  period  tends  to  make 
this  method  very  accurate.  But  unless 
one  forgets  market  value  and  applies 
the  value  from  the  point  of  view  of 
the  business  as  the  amount  of  the 
original  cost  which  has  not  been  used  ^ 
up,  this  tends  to  be  a  very  tricky  meth¬ 
od  of  handling  depreciation.  It  is  most 
useful  when  adapted  to  assets  which 
are  subject  to  constant  renewal. 

The  Operating  Tjme  method  is  simi¬ 
lar  to  the  Straight  Line  Method  except 
that  instead  of  writing  off  the  initial 
value  on  a  time  basis,  it  is  written  off 
on  a  production  basis.  The  Unit  of 
Production  Method  provides  writing  off 
the  initial  cost  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  units  produced  during  the 
respective  accounting  periods.  To  use 
this  method  it  is  not  only  necessary 
that  one  has  a  fairly  accurate  estimate 
of  the  length  of  life  in  terms  of  unit  of 
production  but  that  one’s  production 
records  be  extremely  accurate. 

The  final  method  is  the  Cost  of  Re¬ 
newal  Method  under  which  no  sepa¬ 
rate  charge  for  depreciation  is  made 
against  profits.  Instead,  the  cost  of  re¬ 
newing  an  asset  is  charged  against 
profits  when  the  renewal  is  made.  This 
has  a  disadvantage  in  that  if  the  re¬ 
newal  is  not  effected,  losses  of  capital 
are  not  recouped  as  well  as  that  un¬ 
equal  charges  are  made  against  ac¬ 
counting  periods  which  have  used  up 
equal  amounts  of  capital  expenditure. 
Also,  under  this  system  one’s  balance- 
sheet  can  seldom  reflect  the  true  condi¬ 
tion  of  one’s  business. 

If  one  rejects  the  interest  factor  then 
of  course  the  Sinking  Fund  and  An¬ 
nuity  Methods  are  not  adaptable  to 
one’s  purpose.  But  whatever  method  is 
chosen  and  put  into  force  in  the  print¬ 
er’s  individual  plant  that  method 
should  be  the  one  most  adaptable  to 
that  particular  plant  set-up  and  not 
chosen  for  some  other  reason.

Chilled  Letters  at 
Right  End  of  Slug 

Enclosed  you  will  find  a  slug 
m  from  a  Model  1  Linotype  on 
which  you  will  note  that  the  face,  par¬ 
ticularly  at  the  extreme  right,  is  not 
clear.  This  does  not  bother  our  news¬ 
paper  work  but  only  when  printing  on 
book  paper.  The  machine  is  heated 
with  gas,  has  a  thermostatically  con¬ 
trolled  pot,  but  no  throat  burner.  We 
have  tried  the  flame  every  conceivable 
vmy,  but  cannot  seem  to  eliminate  this. 
W e  have  also  installed  a  new  plunger, 
tried  a  new  mold,  and  checked  the 
main  drive  gear  to  see  that  it  is  not 
badly  worn.  When  we  put  the  mats  in 
our  other  machine,  which  is  a  15,  we 
get  a  perfect  slug,  so  it  is  obviously 
the  fault  of  the  machine  rather  than 
the  mats.  In  every  other  respect  this 
one  is  a  very  good  machine,  so  we 
would  appreciate  it  very  much  if  you 
could  give  us  any  suggestion  that  might 
help  us  to  eliminate  this  trouble.

It  is  common  experience  for  lino- 
•  type  metal  pots  to  show  face  chill 
at  either  or  both  ends  of  the  mouth¬ 
piece,  while  the  center  area  is  still 
good,  the  metal  shot  up  the  throat  con¬ 
tacting  there  first,  then  splashing  to 
fill  the  cavity  at  each  end,  its  tempera¬ 
ture  fractionally  reduced  in  its  pri¬ 
mary  contact. 

It  then  becomes  necessary  to  retain 
all  the  mouthpiece  heat  possible  by 
sealing  all  openings  around  the  ends 
of  the  mouthpiece,  crucible  throat  and 
pot  cover  with  asbestos  putty. 

If  end  chill  still  persists,  clean 
mouthpiece  holes  with  No.  53  drill,

Litho  Transfer  Proofs 


Q/  do  some  composition  for  litho- 
•  graphic  houses,  and  have  been 
asked  at  times  if  I  urns  prepared  to 
make  litho  transfer  proofs.  So  far  / 
have  evaded  the  question,  as  I  have  had 
no  experience  in  this  work.  Is  it  some¬ 
thing  difficult  to  do — and  are  there  any 
special  rules  which  should  be  followed? 
Up  to  this  time  I  have  let  the  lithog¬ 
raphers  have  my  type  to  pull  their  own 
proofs.

A  Without  posing  as  an  expert  in 
this  branch  of  the  business,  we 
would  say  that  it  is  not  very  difficult  to 
make  litho  transfer  proofs.  Get  your 
litho  customer  to  give  you  some  trans¬ 
fer  paper  and  transfer  ink.  Proofs  may 
be  made  either  on  a  precision  proof 
press,  on  a  platen,  or  cylinder.  You 
will  find  the  transfer  ink  rather  stiff, 
hence  it  will  require  a  little  more  mull¬ 
ing  in  order  to  smooth  if  you  are  put¬ 
ting  it  on  type  with  hand  brayer.  You 
should  use  type-high  bearers,  so  that 
ink  will  be  distributed  evenly  on  face 
of  type,  and  proof  with  a  light,  kiss 
impression.  At  any  rate,  it  is  easy  for 
you  to  experiment  and  see  just  what 
you  can  do.

All  of  these  things,  either  singly  or 
collectively,  have  a  direct  bearing  on 
work-ups.  Press  speed  alone  has  noth¬ 
ing  at  all  to  do  with  work-ups ;  the  con¬ 
dition  or  set  of  conditions  that  are  the 
cause  of  work-ups  must  be  removed.

W e  are  enclosing  a  sheet  from

We  suggest  you 
use  an  all-hard  packing  of  manila  with 
an  allowance  of  three  sheets  of  60  lb. 
S.&S.C.  for  makeready  stock.  The 
stock  you  are  using  on  the  job  sub¬ 
mitted  is  sufficiently  absorbent  to  afford 
all  the  necessary  “give”  or  resiliency 
for  the  type  of  printing  required. 

From  a  height  to  paper  standpoint, 
the  solids  in  the  form  should  run  at  a 
.920"  level  as  they  require  from  2  to 
4  thousandths  more  impression  than  the 
linotype.

★  Effective  September  1,  1943,  the  ceiling 
price  of  standard  newsprint  paper  will  be 
increased  $4.00  per  ton,  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration  and  the  Canadian  Wartime 
Prices  and  Trade  Board  announced  July  22.

Unevenly-Coated  Plates 

QSome  time  ago  we  asked  and  re- 
•  ceived  information  from  you  on 
the  use  of  fresh  egg  whites  instead  of 
albumin  flakes  for  making  plates.  We 
changed  over  to  fresh  egg  whites  and 
have  discontinued  albumin  flakes  en¬ 
tirely.  Frankly,  our  results  are  excel¬ 
lent  but  we  are  occasionally  bothered 
with  an  unevenly-coated  plate.  What 
causes  this?

A  In  the  use  of  fresh  egg  whites  in- 
stead  of  albumin  flakes  there  is 
one  thing  that  needs  to  be  pointed  out. 
A  fresh  egg  white,  as  you  may  have 
noticed,  is  made  up  of  two  layers  of 
albumin.  One  layer  is  very  thick,  in 
fact  so  thick  that  it  will  not  even  flow, 
while  the  other  layer  is  much  thinner 
and  flows  quite  easily.

of  albumin  do  not  mix  very  readily  un¬ 
less  they  are  mechanically  mixed.  If 
they  are  used  unmixed  or  mixed  only 
slightly  the  resultant  solution  will  not 
be  homogeneous  and  may  produce  an 
uneven  plate.  Sometimes  this  may  even 
result  in  a  sunburst  effect.  So  it  is 
advised  that,  when  fresh  egg  whites  are 
used  for  platemaking,  they  be  thor¬ 
oughly  mixed  with  a  household  egg 
beater  even  to  the  point  of  foam.  The 
foam  will  disappear  upon  standing  and 
will  produce  a  good  coating  solution.

Your  bi¬ 
chromate  is  crystallizing  and  what  you 
see  on  the  image  are  the  crystals  of  am¬ 
monium  bichromate.  Cut  down  on  the 
amount  of  bichromate  until  the  pep¬ 
pered  effect  disappears.

Suggestions  for  Low  Spots 

QRead  your  column  in  the  June 
•  issue  regarding  low  spots  in  casts 
with  interest^  as  we  have  had  consider¬ 
able  trouble  with  low  spots  in  casts  for 
years. 

It  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  low 
spots  were  caused  by  the  mat  being 
held  too  tightly  in  the  box.  This  would 
prevent  the  mat  from  being  flattened 
by  the  weight  of  the  metal.  So  we 
tried  leaving  the  screws  as  loose  as  we 
couldf  just  tight  enough  so  that  the 
metal  wouldn’t  push  the  bars  off  the 
mat.  This  gave  a  good  cast  on  the  face, 
but  the  blocks  which  we  cast  were  al¬ 
ways  high  and  had  to  be  planed  down. 

Just  recently  I’ve  come  across  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  ideas  which  I  think  might  solve 
the  high-cast  problem,  and  I’m  sending 
them  along  to  you  for  your  opinion. 

The  first  is  that  the  type-high  bars 
should  be  milled  down  to  about  .900" 
so  that  casts  will  seldom  if  ever  be  over 
type-high  no  matter  how  loosely  the 
screws  are  brought  down. 

The  second  is — and  this  is  applicable 
for  casts  to  be  used  on  a  newspaper 
cylinder  press — that  these  casts,  after 
they  have  been  sawed  to  size,  be  struck 
on  the  sides  along  the  bottom  edges  in 
two  or  three  places  with  a  hammer  or 
other  instrument  so  as  to  raise  an  edge 
on  the  bottom  or  several  **feet”  on  the 
bottom.  This  will  raise  the  casts  to 
above  type-high,  but  the  impression  of 
the  press  will  squash  the  feet  down  so 
that  the  casts  will  be  the  best  height 
for  printing. 

This  may  be  **old  stuff”  to  you.  but 
to  me  it’s  a  new  idea  and  I’d  like  to 
try  it.  I  hate  to  have  the  bars  milled 
down  if  it  will  ruin  them.  So  will 
appreciate  hearing  from  you  about  it. 

K.  C.  C.,  Beldenville,  W is. 
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A  Thank  you  for  your  suggestions 
•  relative  to  the  problems  of  low 
spots  in  stereotype  casts,  and  for  uni¬ 
form  height  of  cast  at  .918".  These  sug¬ 
gestions  are  greatly  appreciated;  and  1 
believe  our  readers  will  be  interested  in 
them  also. 

Wherever  the  shaving  facility  is  avail¬ 
able  it  is  possible  to  reduce  the  height 
of  the  cast  to  an  even  plane  at  .918" 
properly.  However,  where  no  shaver  is 
available  it  is  necessary  to  build  up  the 
cast  to  a  uniform  level  at  .918".  Due  to 
the  several  conditions  which  include  ir¬ 
regular  thicknesses  of  mat;  invariably 
higher  casts  at  the  tail  end ;  and,  loose 
gauges,  plus  metal  shrinkage,  etc.  it  is 
not  possible  to  cast  the  stereotype  plate 
exactly  at  the  level  desired. 

The  fully  type-high  gauges  of  the 
casting  box  is  intended  only  where  a 
shaver  exists.  .Your  suggestion  to  mill 
down  .918"  high  gauges,  if  you  do  not 
have  a  shaver,  is  an  excellent  one.  The 
usual  height  of  gauges  where  no  shaver 
is  available  is  .910".  Nine  hundred 
thousandths  of  an  inch  may  prove  too 
low. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  determine  the 
amount  required  to  build  up  the  cast 
to  .918".  This  may  be  accomplished, 
as  you  suggested,  by  tapping  the  edges, 
raising  the  height,  but  the  more  com¬ 
mon  practice  in  use  is  to  place  paper 
underlays  to  raise  the  low  cast. 
Gummed  tape,  glue  on  both  sides,  is 
obtainable  and  in  use  for  this  purpose.

/act  that  since  the  side  bars  cannot 
move,  the  mat  cannot  be  pressed  flat 
and  the  mat  has  to  buckle  somewhere 
when  the  heavy  metal  flattens  it.  Ob¬ 
viously,  the  cure  was  to  let  the  mat 
** float”  in  the  box  so  the  excess  would 
be  forced  to  the  outside  rather  than 
the  middle. 

W e  paste  the  tails  on  with  ordinary 
gummed  tape.  When  putting  on  the 
tail,  the  boy  now  simply  pastes  gummed 
tape  on  all  four  sides  of  the  mat,  plac¬ 
ing  narrow  strips  of  old  mats  there 
and  allowing  about  a  quarter-inch  be¬ 
tween.  The  casting  bars  are  then  placed 
on  the  outside  strips,  and  the  cast  is 
made  in  ordinary  fashion.  When  the 
mat  flattens  it  merely  pushes  against 
that  quarter-inch  space  of  gummed 
tape,  thus  allowing  the  necessary  ex¬ 
pansion.  Since  adopting  this  practice, 
we  have  had  no  trouble,  even  on  big 
mats.  Only  difference  is  that  it  makes 
a  little  tnore  margin  on  the  cast  that 
must  be  saived  off.

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For  Sluggish  Saw  Table 

★  If  you  do  not  have  a  ball-bearing 
table  on  your  saw,  you  may  find  that 
it  is  sometimes  hard  to  push  and  diffi¬ 
cult  to  saw  the  slugs,  especially  small 
measures.  To  overcome  this,  just  squirt 
some  kerosene  on  the  bearers  where 
the  saw  table  travels,  push  the  table 
back  and  forth  a  couple  times,  and  it 
will  then  run  very  smoothly.  Repeat 
the  kerosene  treatment  when  the  saw- 
table  acts  sluggish  again.  A  saw  table 
that  does  not  run  freely  is  dangerous 
and  this  little  trick  may  save  you  a 
lacerated  hand  and  damaged  slugs.

Demounting  Plates 

★  For  the  past  three  years  we  have 
used  double-coated  Scotch  Tape  and 
mounting  cement  for  fastening  our 
halftones  to  wood  bases.  We,  however, 
experienced  a  lot  of  difficulty  in  re¬ 
moving  the  plates,  until  we  recently 
tried  pouring  a  little  gasoline  on  the 
plate  and  setting  fire  to  it.  The  heat 
does  no  damage  to  the  plate,  hut  does 
melt  the  cement  and  allows  the  plate 
to  be  easily  removed.  Alcohol  is  prob¬ 
ably  less  dangerous  to  use  and  accom¬ 
plishes  the  same  thing.

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Specialty  Papers 

★  The  use  of  specialty  papers  in  packag¬ 
ing  and  wrapping  certain  food  stuffs,  candy, 
tobacco,  cosmetics  and  several  other  prod¬ 
ucts,  was  placed  under  stricter  control  by 
the  War  Production  Board  July  23  in  an 
amendment  to  Conservation  Order  M-286. 
Glassine,  greaseproof  and  vegetable  parch¬ 
ment  papers  are  required  for  essential  mil¬ 
itary  and  civilian  uses,  it  was  pointed  out 
by  the  Pulp  and  Paper  Division. 

These  restrictions  do  not  apply  to  stocks 
in  the  hands  of,  or  in  transit  to  a  user,  or 
in  the  hands  of  a  manufacturer  or  distribu¬ 
tor  and  ready  for  a  specific  use,  prior  to 
July  23,  1943,  This  provision,  the  Pulp 
and  Paper  Division  states,  will  offset  any 
freezing  of  inventories  and  relieve  many 
manufacturers  with  paper  stocks  in  hand, 
who  otherwise  would  be  unduly  handi¬ 
capped. 

After  July  23,  manufacturers  may  not 
use  these  specific  protective  papers  in  wrap¬ 
ping  or  packaging  the  following  products : 
Sugar,  flour,  macaroni,  noodles  and  similar 
paste  goods ;  dried  foods  such  as  peas, 
beans,  popcorn,  rice,  lentils  and  barley ; 
unshelled  nuts ;  whole  spices,  except  cloves 
and  mixed  pickling  spices ;  and  drink  pow¬ 
ders,  excluding  milk,  chocolate  and  cocoa 
in  packages  of  a  half  pound  or  more.  These 
papers  are  also  prohibited  from  use  in 
packing  or  wrapping  cosmetics,  dentifrices, 
toilet  materials,  soap,  yarns,  threads,  twines 
and  cordage,  except  when  oil  impregnated ; 
household  dyes,  sponges,  all  foods  for  ani¬ 
mals,  insecticides,  rodenticides  and  other 
pest  control  products,  and  smoker’s  sup¬ 


plies  including  pipes,  lighters,  cleaners, 
cigarette  and  cigar  holders. 

No  canned  or  bottled  goods  may  be 
packaged  or  wrapped  in  these  special  papers 
except  that  glassine  paper  may  be  utilized 
as  a  band  to  protect  labels  on  drug  and 
pharmaceutical  containers. 

The  amendment  places  control  over  the 
three  protective  or  specialty  papers  when 
used  as  second  wraps  or  in  conjunction 
with  cellophane  or  similar  transparent  ma¬ 
terials  on  the  following:  Tobacco,  and  to¬ 
bacco  products  including  cigarettes,  chew¬ 
ing  gum,  candy  and  candy  products,  tea, 
coffee,  potato  chips  and  popcorn. 

Among  other  products  which  may  not 
be  packed  in  or  manufactured  from  glas¬ 
sine,  greaseproof  or  vegetable  parchment 
are  albums,  scrap  books ;  photo  and  stamp 
filing  devices,  and  general  printed  prod¬ 
ucts  which  do  not  require  greaseproof  or 
wet  strength  wrappings.

Apprentices  and  Wage  Rates 

★  Employers  of  apprentices  and  learners 
may  file  applications  to  pay  such  individ¬ 
uals  at  a  rate  of  less  than  the  basic  rate 
of  40  cents  an  hour,  according  to  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Labor  release,  is¬ 
sued  July  24. 

Although  each  application  will  be  con¬ 
sidered  on  its  individual  merits,  “approval 
of  the  application  depends  upon  the  em¬ 
ployer’s  showing  that  the  occupation  in 
which  it  is  proposed  to  employ  learners  is 
a  sufficiently  skilled  occupation  to  warrant 
a  substantial  learning  period,  that  ex¬ 
perienced  workers  are  not  available  for

curtailment  of  opportunities  for  employ¬ 
ment  will  result  if  the  application  is  denied.” 

According  to  the  Act,  an  apprentice  “is 
an  employee  at  least  16  years  of  age  en¬ 
gaged  to  learn  a  skilled  trade  under  the 
terms  of  an  apprenticeship  agreement 
which  provides  for  at  least  4,000  hours  of 
reasonably  continuous  employment,  par¬ 
ticipation  in  an  approved  schedule  of  work 
experience  through  employment,  and  at 
least  144  hours  of  related  classroom  in¬ 
struction  for  each  year  of  the  apprentice¬ 
ship  if  such  classes  are  available  in  the 
community.” 

The  rate  of  pay  for  an  apprentice  must 
average  over  the  apprenticeship  period  at 
least  50%  of  the  wage  rate  paid  skilled 
journeymen  in  the  same  occupation. 

The  wage  rate  for  student-learners,  who 
spend  part  time  in  plants  and  part  time  in 
vocational  training  programs,  must  aver¬ 
age  not  less  than  75%  of  the  applicable 
minimum  over  the  training  period.  Appli¬ 
cations  should  be  filed  by  a  school  official. 
The  relation  between  the  school  work  and 
the  employment  training  on  the  job  should 
be  shown. 

The  release,  however,  points  out  that 
“until  apprenticeship  agreements  have 
been  approved  by  the  appropriate  authority 
or  favorable  acting  has  been  taken  by  the 
Wage  and  Hour  Division  on  the  learner 
or  student-learner  applications,  learners, 
student-learners  and  apprentices  as  well  as 
other  employees  covered  by  the  Act  and 
not  exempt  from  the  minimum  wage  pro¬ 
visions  thereof  must  be  paid  at  least  the 
applicable  minimum  wage.”

Newspapers  and  Wage  Rates 
★  Employees  of  weekly  or  semi-weekly 
newspapers  having  a  less-than-3000  cir¬ 
culation,  the  major  part  of  which  is  within 
the  county  where  printed  and  published, 
do  not  come  under  the  40-cent  minimum 
hourly  wage  rate,  recently  set  up  for  the 
industry,  according  to  a  U.  S.  Department 
of  Labor  release,  issued  July  24.  Copies 
of  newspapers  sent  to  members  of  the 
armed  forces,  either  free  or  by  paid  sub¬ 
scription,  are  exempt  from  the  provision 
that  the  circulation  in  major  part  must  be 
within  the  county.

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Booklet  on  Absenteeism 

★  The  promised  booklet  “How  Industry 
Can  Co-operate  with  the  U.  S.  Government 
Information  Program  to  Reduce  Absentee¬ 
ism,”  was  made  available  recently  by  the 
Graphic  Arts  Victory  Committee,  17  East 
42nd  Street,  New  York  City. 

The  booklet,  which  is  the  first  project  in 
which  the  GAVC,  OWI  and  War  Adver¬ 
tising  Council  joined  hands,  is  being  mailed 
to  national  and  industrial  advertisers,  to 
all  advertising  agencies,  and  to  the  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  all  the  mass  media.  Print¬ 
ing  businesses  and  users  of  the  mails  will 
also  receive  copies. 

The  booklet,  which  was  printed  by  Rog- 
ers-Kellogg-Stillson,  Inc.,  New  York  City, 
is  an  excellent  job  printorially  as  well  as 
from  the  standpoint  of  information  and 
hints  that  it  contains.  Of  special  interest 
to  printers  should  be  pages  14  and  15 
which  contain  excellent  printed-promotion 
and  direct-mail  helps. 

“It  is  now  up  to  you  people  on  the  firing 
line  to  put  this  booklet  to  work,”  states  a 
recent  bulletin  issued  by  the  GAVC.  “Show 
it  to  your  customers  who  are  bothered  with 


absentee  problems.  Sell  ideas  for  house 
magazines,  instruction  booklets,  payroll  en- 
closures,  ad  reprints,  posters,  employee  bul¬ 
letins,  stickers,  certificates,  forms  and 
records.  Printing  can  do  a  real  job  on 
this  important  project.” 

The  manual  on  absenteeism  is  the  4th 
official  government  project  which  has  been 
produced  by  the  Graphic  Arts  Victory  Com¬ 
mittee,  some  in  direct  cooperation  with 
government  agencies,  others  with  the  War 
Advertising  Council. 

Previously  the  Graphic  Arts  Victory 
Committee  produced  a  64-page  “Guide  to 
Essential  Wartime  Printing  and  Lithogra¬ 
phy”  which  received  a  nationwide  distri¬ 
bution  of  40,000  copies. 

The  Committee  has  also  produced  com¬ 
plete  manuals  on  how  to  hold  conventions 
by  mail,  on  rent  control  and  V-homes. 
Projects  now  in  process  include  woman- 
power,  anti-inflation,  security  of  war  in¬ 
formation,  home  insulation,  forest  fires, 
basic  food,  housing,  and  a  number  of  others 
yet  to  be  announced. 

Production  of  these  manuals  and  guide 
books  has  been  handled  by  the  committee 
through  the  generous  cooperation  of  print¬ 
ers,  lithographers,  engravers,  composition 
firms,  artists,  paper  mills,  writers  who  have 
served  and  given  of  their  time  without 
charge. 

Additional  cooperation  will  be  called  for 
to  help  produce  forthcoming  projects,  it 
was  pointed  out  by  Henry  Hoke,  Program 
Director  of  the  Graphic  Arts  Victory  Com¬ 
mittee.  Up  to  now,  he  stated,  much  of 
the  work  has  been  undertaken  by  a  small 
group  of  firms  and  men  who  contributed 
their  efforts  and  materials  in  a  patriotic 
spirit  to  help  speed  up  the  war  effort  on

“Printing  Profit  Aids” 

★  In  a  sales  bulletin  sent  to  the  company’s 
branch  offices  on  July  8,  R.  B.  Huddleston, 
advertising  manager  of  American  Type 
Founders,  states:  “After  a  lapse  of  several 
months  a  new  issue  of  Printing  Profit  Aids 
is  now  in  the  mail  to  all  your  customers. 
It  will  continue  to  be  issued  regularly  once 
a  month  hereafter. 

“The  attached  issue  is  different  from  pre¬ 
vious  issues  in  several  respects:  1.  It  com¬ 
bines  offset  lithography  and  letterpress  on 
each  page  with  striking  effect  and  is  printed 
on  antique  paper  stock  quite  different  from 
the  usual  enamel  finish  paper.  In  suc¬ 
ceeding  issues  we  will  again  combine  letter- 
press  and  offset,  and  use  different  grades 
of  paper  to  show  the  many  different  com¬ 
binations  possible  by  using  the  two  proc¬ 
esses  on  one  job.  Note  that  the  stock  in 
this  issue  is  70  lb.  offset,  while  the  glossy 
paper  used  for  previous  issues  is  80  sub¬ 
stance.  This  accounts  for  the  slight  differ¬ 
ence  in  opacity  of  the  two  kinds  of  stock. 
The  black  ink  used  is  dull.  2.  The  Handy 
Order  Form  has  been  revised  to  fold  once 
and  flap  sealed  down  at  top.  This  is  to 
prevent  it  from  being  slit  through  the  order 
when  opening.  However,  it  is  still  possible 
to  slit  it  through  the  middle  if  the  person 
opening  the  mail  doesn’t  follow  directions. 
Note  that  it  tells  on  the  flap  where  to  slit 
the  Handy  Order  Form  after  it  is  sealed.”

We  think  that  you  used  good  judg- 
•  ment  in  this  instance.  We  have 
seen  similar  instances  in  business  sta¬ 
tionery  when  the  use  of  round  and 
square  periods  close  together  seemed 
odd,  and  where  the  change*  of  a  few 
periods  and  commas  seemed  to  rectify 
the  misfit  appearance.  These  matters 
simply  require  a  little  ingenuity  and 
good  taste.

Newspapers  and  Wage  Rates 
(Continued  from  page  41) 

Any  newspaper  employee,  however,  who 
works  one-half  or  more  of  his  time  on  job 
printing  work  in  a  particular  week  is  not 
subject  to  the  exemption  and  therefore 
is  entitled  to  the  minimum  wage  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  wage  order  and  to  the  over¬ 
time  pay  provisions  of  the  Act  for  that 
week  unless  exempt  under  some  other  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  Act.  Also  employees  working 
on  some  job,  a  part  of  which,  directly  or 
indirectly,  when  produced,  will  move  across 
State  lines,  come  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act.  “Thus,  coverage  exists  even  where 
material  is  printed  for  a  local  purchaser,  if, 
at  the  time  of  production,  the  printing  firm 
had  reason  to  believe  the  goods  will  subse¬ 
quently  move,  directly  or  indirectly,  out¬ 
side  the  State.”
